more oral elements, with the twenty- 
six letters in the alphabet.

Mr. Lehmann is confident that the

fair trial.

It may’ be said that Mr. Lehmann’s 
original inspiration for the phonetic 
system he has invented sprung from 
the clicking instruments in his station 
on the old Southern Minnesota rail­ 
road.
